Building Surge 
Maintained at 
$147,950 Pace 


Building activity in Menlo Park 
got off to a flying start in May with 
permits authorizing $147,950 worth 
of construction issued during the 
first day of the month. 

Largest single construction job 
authorized was that of the Holy 
Trinity Episcope! church, to be 
constructed at Ravenswood avenue 
and. Laurel street at a cost of $70,- 
000. 

Permits for construction of $10,- 
000 homes at 1140 and 1150 Middle 
avenue and at 631 Arbor road, rep- 
resenting the first of 24 units to 
be constructed in the new Westfield 
Park subdivision, were issued to 
tract developer David Holder. 

Other authorizations issued in- 
cluded those to P. W. Belvel for a 
$14,000 residence at 660 Evergreen 
avenue; to Heyman Homes for a 
$16,000 dwelling at 785 Wallea drive; 
to E. E. Cunningham for a $7000 
home at 1280 Carlton avenue and 
to Ray Bechtel for a $7000 home at 
1115 Newbridge avenue. 


State Makes Rent 
Survey in Menlo 


A four-man crew of the state 
division of housing last week com- 
pleted a survey of rental vacancies 
in Menlo Park as a guide to Gov- 
ernor Warren in deciding whether 
to decontrol rents here. 

Division offices in San Francisco 
said the surveyors, from the Los 
Angeles office, shortly will have 
their findings ready for Warren’s 
study. 

It was reported the state employ- 
es made house-to-house checks on 
units covered by the August 1 sur- 
vey by Menlo Park fair rent commit- 
tees to verify the latter’s findings. 

The committee petitioned the city 
council for decontrol on the basis 
of a vacany ratio of 12.6 per cent 
found by the committee in a unit 
check, 

Later, the city government con- 
ducted its own “spot check” in one 
area of the city and computed a 
vacancy ratio of 5.3 per cent. 


Fires Cause $3000 
Estimated Damage 


Two fires in widely separated 
parts of the Menlo Park Fire dist- 
rict which occurred within three 
hours of each other last Saturday 
did an estimated total of $3000 dam- 
age to the dwellings involved. 

District officers stated that the 
causes of both fires were undeter- 
mined. 

First of the blazes, which did an 
estimated $2000 damage, was re- 
ported at 7:54 p.m. at the home oi 
W. J. Wilson, 17th avenue and Mid- 
dlefield road, North Fair Oaks. The 
fire occurred in a bedroom. 

The later fire was reported in a 
tankhouse apartment at the home 
of J. O. Winland, 1004 Garden street, 
East Palo Alto. Damage in the sec- 
ond plaze was estimated at $1000. 


-,,|Householders Get Factual Story of City’s Growth 
As Menlo Park Officials 


Wrapped up in a 20-page booklet, 
a factual story of Menlo Park’s 
progress was ready for delivery this 
week to all householders of the city. 

It’s the annual report of the city 
government for the 1949-50 fiscal 
year and, besides figures on such 
matters as municipal costs, budgets, 
tax rates and assessed valuations, 
it cantains a concise summary of the 
city’s services and activities. 

Too, it provides an official ac- 
count of how a city has grown by 
leaps and bounds when the reader 
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compares it with past reports. 

Let’s take a look at the story: 

Turning to the financial part of 
the report, one finds that the city 
is now a “big business,” with an in- 
come estimated at $221,552 and an 
expense total of $216,620 estimated 
for the current fiscal year. 

Like many other successful busi- 
nesses, however, Menlo Park had 
small beginnings. The financial re- 
port for the first complete fiscal 
year of the city’s operation, ending 
June 30, 1929, lists a total income 
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of $17,689.77 and expenses to the 
amount of $14,100.93; an increase of 
more than 1500 percent in the cash 
volume—and responsibility—of your 
municipal government. 

Delving further ito the accounts, 
one finds the cost of general gov- 
ernment for the current fiscal year 
estimated at $32,910. In the 1928-29 
period, cost of general government 
was $4,006.67. 

This latter figure included the 
wages of the city clerk for the year, 
$600; the cost of stationery, $36.76; 
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Mail Out Annual Report 


the wages of the city treasurer at 
$1 (that’s right!) per month; the 
retaining fee of the city attorney, 
$75 a month; $100 for the city plan- 
ning commission, $262.47 for miscel- 
laneous office expenses; $146 for a 
Special recall election; $513.50 for 
the printing of city ordinances; 
$492.33 for recorder’s court and “3325 
for rent of offices and payment of 
utilities bills. 

The police department has an es- 
timated budget of $55,748 for the

$100 Pay Boost 
Given Teachers 
At Las Lomitas 


Las Lomitas school teachers Mon- 
day night agreed to accept contracts 
for the 1950-51 school year provid- 
ing for a $100 across-the-board pay 
increase for experienced personnel 
but based on the present salary 
schedule. 

At a regular meeting of the board 
of trustees, members of a faculty 
committee reported they wanted 
more time to consider possible 
changes in the present schedule, 
adopted in 1946. 

CONTINUE STUDY 

Mrs. Paul Bonnot, secretary of 

the board, said that since teachers’ 


contracts must be in the hands of 


faculty members by May 15, the 
teachers agreed to accept new con- 
tracts with the $100 annual pay in- 
crease proviso. The faculty group 
will continue its study of possible 
modifications of the pay schedule. 

The present schedule calls for a 
Starting salary of $2400 a year for 
inexperienced teacher personnel 
with $100 annual increases until a 
maximum of $4000 a year is reach- 
ed. 

The minimum salary has not been 
offered to new teachers in recent 
years, however, Mrs. Bonnot said. 
Teachers hired by the school since 
1946 have, as a rule, been offered 
higher starting salaries. 

ABILILY NOTED 

The faculty committee was called 
upon last month to study possible 
bases for a revamped salary sched- 
ule with provisions for pay increases 
based on demonstrated ability and 
postgraduate traiinng.

Discussed

There scems to be little hope now 

that our high school will be opened 

during the coming school year, as 
there may be a substantial amount 
of change made in the plans, neces- 
sitating another review by the 
state before new bids can be called. 

What the situation will be at 
Sequoia next year, with another 
large increase in the enrollment, is 
frightening to contemplate. More 
and more it becomes obvious that 
action should have been started in 
1946 instead of 1948 toward meet- 

ing the district's building program. 

Many, perhaps most, of Se - 
quoia’s troubles stem from over- 
crowding and oversize, making ad- 
ministration particularly difficult. 
Deep-seated prejudices do the 
rest. It is indeed an experience 
for me to preside at a city council 
meeting in Menlo Park, and then 
a few days later preside at a 
meeting of the high school board. 
In Menlo Park we are all pulling 

together, but at ‘Sequoia even the 

simplest matters become the sub- 
ject of acrimonious debate between 
board members, administrators, 
teachers and members of the pub- 
lic. A more talented diplomat than 

I is needed as chairman of the 

board. 

Such a matter as the assignment 
of a principal should not be a mat- 
ter for public debate with the vir- 
tues and defects (real and imagin- 
ed) of the individual involved aired 
at length. To Trustee Keith Cole 
and myself the simple expedient of 
transferring a man to a new post of 
equal importance, and obtaining a 
new face from outside to try to bring 
back mutual respect between the 
teachers and the administration, 
seemed an obvious move. 

It should cast no reflection on 
the present principal, who has an 
extraordinarily tough job, and is a 
concession but not an abdication to 
the other side of the controversy. 
Mr. Cole’s motion had to be amend- 
ed to stipulate that the new ap- 
pointee must have the approval of 
the superintendent to quiet suspic- 
ions that a new man had been sec- 
retly agreed upon by some of the 
board members. 

An editorial in the Redwood 
City Tribune was called to my at- 
tention. It pointed out that the 
move would not please anyone. 
Mr. Cole and I were not trying to 
please anyone. We were trying 
to improve the Sequoia situation, 
a goal sometimes overlooked amid 
the turmoil. 

At board meetings teachers crit- 
icize administrators and admini- 
Strators criticize teachers. Board 
members criticize administrators, 
and now an administrator attacks 
a board member at a board meet- 
ing. I’m a perennial optimist, and 
I think everything will gradually 
work out.

BUILDING TREND CONTINUES 


Only four months after one all-time high in Menlo Park 
building construction was reached, a new record was set in 
April at $787,700. The figure was computed as of April 26, 
so the final checkup for the month likely will show an even 
higher amaunt. 

Previous high was in January, when permits were given 
for buildings and alterations valued at $709,500. 

That is moving pretty fast in chalking up new highs and 
causes one to wonder when the ultimate peak will be reached. 
As for ourselves, we hope it keeps on going up and up until 
the time comes for a natural leveling-off. 

The upswing reflects a healthy condition. Builders and 
lending agencies, the construction surge indicates, have full 
confidence in the economic picture. - 

In connection with the April record of $787,700, it is pleas- 
ing to note that a welcome balance is being maintained be- 
tween residential and other types of construction. Building 
still is being centered around Menlo Park’s predominantly 
residential atmosphere. Permits for residences showed $617,- 
100 in construction and alterations. For commercial and school 
construction, the figure was $168,000. 


PLANNING BOARD UPHELD 


The decision of the Menlo Park city council in upholding 
the planning commission’s grant of a use permit to St. Ray- 
mond’s Catholic parish is a welcome one. Not only does it 
allow the church to proceed with its plans, but it upholds a 
Prime part of the city’s two-year-old master zoning ordinance. 

A finding that the planning board is without jurisdiction 
to issue permits, as contended by opponents of the church 
permit, would have set a precedent that likely would have 
required a complete revamping of the machinery for carrying 
out the zoning act provisions. 

Councilmen are to be commended for having made a care- 
ful study of the entire issue, including a personal visit to the 
church site which led them to decide the holding of services 
was not a detrimental use.

current year; in 1929, the police 
department operated on a budget 
of $6251.65. Building inspection, 
with a budget of $7143 for the pres- 
ent period, cost $381.26 in 1928-29. 
Security bonds and compensation 
insurance added another $252 to the 
expenses of that bygone year. 

Office equipment cost the newly- 
formed city $545.70 and an item, 
“Suit—Water Rate Bear Gulch Wat- 
er Co.,” brought an expense of 
$254.60. 


And that was about all. The city 
ended the year with $7615.66 in 
cash on hand. 

Menlo Park was a small city at 
the time. It was only a little over 
one and a half square miles in area, 
where today it is more than twice 
that size. 

The federal census of 1930 re- 
vealed a population of 2256; the 
population today is officially esti- 
mated at more than 12,000. 

Nowadays the city has many more 
programs, such as recreation, which 
it must support and which bring 
the cost up. 

The relative value of the dollar 
has also had its influence on the 
fiscal picture. 

All in all,,it looks as though the 
city, as a business, is growing in 
a manner which should bring satis- 
faction to almost any stockholder. 
In Menlo Park, the stockholder is 
you.

H. L. Kertz, representing the prop- 
erty owner, stated that the build- 
ing in question was in use as a 
chicken-raising establisnment at 
the time the area was taken into 
the city and placed in a residential 
zone. Kertz told commissioners 
that the building’s owner wanted 
to know if the building could be 
put back to its original use. 

Commissioners deferred action on 
a request by Mrs. Bernard Jakob- 
sen of 1325 Johnson street asking 
that she be allowed to construct a 
dwelling on her property allowing 
a 25-foot setback rather than a 40- 
foot setback. 

WOULD SAVE TREE

The name “The King’s Highway” 
was pretty misleading at the time.

The years between Portola’s first 
march to the bay region in 1769 and 
the creation of the San Francisco 
link in Father Junipero  Serra’s 
chain of missions seven years later 
were not easy ones. 

There were doubts that the pro- 
ject was worth while. There were 
differences of opinion, lack of 
money, men and materials, and a 
lack of knowledge of what is now 
the San Francisco Bay region ex- 
erting their influence on the 
growth of the settlements. 

Portola, returning to San Diego 
from the 1769 trek, seriously propos- 
ed that the establishment of mis- 
sions and garrisons in Alta Californ- 
ia be abandoned. His apparent dis- 
appointment was a blow to Serra, 
Crespi and the other mission fath-

Ordered by the Viceroy of Mex- 
ico to explore the newly-discovered 
San Francisco bay with the purpose 
of finding a land route around it 
to Drake’s bay, Fages, on March 20, 
started on an exploring trip into 
Santa Clara valley along the route 
now followed by U.S. 101 only eight 
days after making camp at Monter- 
ey. 

Fages did not explore in the Men- 
lo Park district, however; arriving 
at the bay, he turned his party 
eastward and followed that shore, 
returning to Monterey after dis- 
covering San Pablo bay, Carquinez 
straits and other obstacles between 
himself and Drake’s harbor which 
he had been ordered to find. 

Meanwhile, politics was also 
doing its share in shaping the des- 
tiny of Serra’s plans for a chain 
of Alta California missions con- 
nected by a continuous, easy road.

From attic to 
basement, there may be hazards 
—particularly fire hazards—that 
can be eliminated through con- 
scientious search. 

Attics may be used for stor- 
age, but not to house piles of 
debris such as newspaper and 
old magazines. 

Many home accidents occur in 
bedrooms, and these should be 
checked for slippery scatter 
rugs, defective electrical wiring 
and adequate window guards 
for the youngsters.

If your bodice is shorter fhan 
the pattern allows, lay one tuck 
straight across the pattern. In this 
case the side seams may need 
slight tapering, and is easily ac- 


complished by laying paper under- | neath the pattern so you can make 


a dotted line indicating the taper- 
ing. 

To shorten sleeves, lay folds 
straight across to take up the extra 
length. If the sleeve is very long, 
make one tuck above and one be- 
low the elbow. 


Shorten the waist by folding the 
desired depth between the under- 
arm and the waistline. Be certain 
to make the adjustment on each 
piece of pattern. 


Skirt pieces are shortened in the 
same way as the waist. In this 
case, have each part of the skirt 
shortened the same amount, and at 
the same position. This is partic- 
ularly important so that pattern 
notches will match, and so that a 
gored skirt will fit well. 


When you are adding length 
rather than subtracting it, use the 
slash technique. Pin the pieces to 
a paper strip, or baste them to ex- 
tra paper if you want to use the 
pattern several times. 

Making slashes to give width or 
length and neglecting to pin to an 
extra piece of paper, may result 
in your losing the pattern pieces. 


For a large arm, add the extra 
width along the edges, tapering 
from armhole to waist. If much 
extra width is needed, cut pattern 
on grain line, separate evenly and 
pin to paper.

When the figure is heavy above 
the waist, lay the pattern over 
paper and allow enough for easy 
fit. The adjustment for this is dif- 
ferent from adding extra width 
for a full bust, since this adjust- 
ment is made at the front only. 
The heavy waisted figure needs 
extra material both in back and 
front. 

If the back is round and full, 
slash waist lengthwise from mid 
shoulder straight down to waist- 
line. Lay on paper and pin. Slash 
across the fullest part of the back 
from center to back to the length- 
wise slash to give enough ease. 
Cut the skirts from the waist to 
i the hem and seperate as neces- 
sary.

Narrow shoulders can be ad- 
justed by taking in a tuck from the 
shoulder down as far as necessary.

HISTORY 


(Continued from Page 1-B) 


On April 7, 1772, an agreement 
was reached to give the Domini- 
can order control of the missions 
already established in Baja Cali- 
fornia, while the Franciscan 
monks were given Alta California 
aus av project of thelr own. 


A group of missionaries was sent 
Into the new territory to help car- 
ry on the work, and dn 1773 instruc- 
Lions were given for the further ex- 
ploration of the coast. 

Don Fernando de Rivera y Mon- 
cuda, wo omember of Portola’s orig- 
inal purty, was selected for the job 
wong with Fray Francisco Pualou. 


setting out from Monterey No- 
vember 23, 1774, this party reached 
Portola’s former 
Francisquito creek Nov. 28. 

Fray Palou was so pleased with 
the place that immediately he began 


considering it as a possible mission }} 


location, since it seemed to fill the 
requirements of having a large 
available supply of wood and water, 
as well as Indians to be converted. 

A cross was made and placed in 
the ground to mark the location. 

The party then continued north 
to explore the Peninsula, later re- 
turning to Monterey. 

At the end of 1774 the advantages 
of San Francisco bay over the prev- 
iously-known Drake’s bay were suf- 
ficiently clear to justify considera- 
tion of building a Presidio at the site 
of the city of San Francisco. 


In June, 1775 the bay was fur- 
ther explored by Bautista de Aya- 
la, who is credited with finding 
that San Francisquito creek was 
dry in summer and, therefore, not 
an adequate water supply for a 
mission on its banks. 

Ayala’s ship, the “San Carlos”, 
was apparently the first European 
vessel to enter San Francisco bay. 

Plans for a San Fyrancisco Pre- 
sidio continued and on March 23, 
1776 another famous explorer, Jaun 
Bautista de Anza, left Monterey to 
explore the El Camino Real route
